LET'S TALK ABOUTOUR TEENS 


TEENS AND ALCOHOL 


Chief M, W, Johnston 
Elba Police Department 


The U. S. Public Health Service says about 95 million 
people in America-- more than two-thirds of the adult 
population--use alcoholic beverages, with no outward ill 
effects, The figure seems probable, but the lack of effect 
could only be accepted by someone far removed from law 
enforcement, 

The Department of HEW allows that there are probably 
9 million Americans who are what society now politely calls 

“problem drinkers,’’ Excessive drinking is involved in half 
of our 56,000 traffic fatalities annually, half of all homicides, ° 
and one third of all suicides, Further, the misuse of alcohol 


contributes heavily to widespread job absenteeism, with an 


estimated $15 billion resulting loss in production, incalculable 
cost in human suffering, untold thousands of unhappy marriages 
and broken homes, a high percentage of all crime and two mil- 
lion arrests yearly for public drunkenness, 

Undeniably, the attitude a teen has toward the use of 
alcohol stems from parental outlook on the subject. There 
are, of course, teen drinkers who come from abstaining 
home environments, but these are the exception not the rule, 
The fact remains, alcohol-related teen arrests are alarmingly 
high and the number is growing rapidly each year, Some ~ 
parents breathe a sigh of relief when their youngsters use 
alcohol instead of drugs, reluctant to acknowledge the fact 
that alcohol is also a drug, and in terms of cost to society, 
alcohol is the greater problem. 

Should the teen be allowed to inbibe in moderation at home, 
in the hope that removing the usual toboos to this extent 
will discourage outside excessiveness? If this were a viable 
procedure with statistics to support it, alcoholism among 
teens would surely not be the growing problem it is today, 
When alcohol is used by teens--in the home or wherever-- 
the probability of getting into trouble with the laws of the 
community increases markedly, 

The only complete protection against the possibility of a 
teen developing excessive drinking habits is insistence by 
the parents that there be no drinking, with complete abstinence 
on the parents’ part being the firm example. However, if 
this is not possible, observing these suggestions will be 
helpful: 

- Drinking parents should strive to present a constant 
example of drinking responsibly and in moderation, 

~ Excessive drinking snould never be acceptable to the 
family, over-indulgence never looked on as humorous, 

~ Drinking should never be demonstrated to be an escape; 
avoid such terms as ‘I NEED a drink,’ and allowing the 
teen to see the parents driving a vehicle after drinking, or 
breaking other laws relative to the use of alcohol, 

- Parents should never display a belief that drinking makes 
for a “real’’ man or woman image, and that non-drinkers 
are considered antisocial or unfriendly, 


- Drinking in the home should never be done for the sake 
of drinking, or because ‘‘it’s time for a drink.’’ Ideally 
it should be shown to be a connection with eating or social 
activities, 


Crime statistics show, beyond doubt, the key to the entire 
problem of teen/alcohol involement, in the home or away, 
is basically within the home environment at all times, and 
is controllable when other drinkers in the home act respon- 
Sibly. 

This department feels it best to prohibit teen drinking 
at all times, Experience shows that, to the teen under the 
influence, whether at home, in a motor vehicle or on foot, 
alcohol most often means the beginning of trouble. You 
can count on our wholehearted cooperation in handling all 
problems involving teens and in return we Solicit the same 
attitude with parents in this community,

PASTURE MANAGEMENT 


With improved cow and 
calf prices Coffee County cat- 
tle producers can do a better 
job of pasture management. 
Recent rains have helped our 
pastures greatly. However, 
I have noticed a lot of under- 
fertilized, over-grazed and 
weedy pastures. I don’t be- 
lieve there is a pound of 
beef in 10 tons of weeds. 
Weeds use up space, moisture 
and fertility that good grasses 
should be using. We need 
to do a lot better job of pas- 
ture management. 

I am certain as beef cat- 
tle prices improve that beef 
cattle producers will be able 
to do a much better job of 
pasture management. 


PINE DISEASE 


\arkin Wade, our Extension 
forester, had this to say about 
a disease in pine trees: 
No Need To Panic Over 
Brown Trees. . . Perhaps - 
Needlecast is a pine fungus 
which causes trees to lose 
their needles. The spores of 
the disease are spread on the 
wind during spring and sum- 
mer, but symptoms of the 
disease are not generally ap- 
parent until the following year. 

Although the disease ap- 
pears serious--in some in- 
stances, entire trees may turn 
brown--there is no record of 
mortality or loss of growth. 
No control measures are re- 
commended, but tree farmers, 
should still seek professional 
advice just to be sure that: 
a different, more serious pro- 
blem is not developing. 


PEACH TREE BORER 


The peach tree borer and 
the lesser peach tree borer 
are the two most important 
insects that attack peach trees 
and plums. These insects 
will kill peach trees within 
a few. seasons if they are 
not controlled. The borer 
attacks the trunks of trees 
from several inches above 
the ground to several inches 
below the ground. Preven- 
tive insecticide applications 
should be made. 

; The homeowner should 
\m@ke three, applications to 
‘the trunk and lower limbs 
with - Thiodan (5 tablespoons 
o! 50% WP/gal.). The first 
application should be made 
about July 10 and two other

PEANUT WORMS 


Our peanut crop is pro- 
gressing nicely. Several peo- 
ple have noticed a worm build- 
up in their peanuts. Ordi- 

irily, we do not get overly 
concerned with foliage-feeding 
worms this early in the sea- 
son. However, on many farms 
they have arrived about 30 
days early. 

Check your field closely 
and if you find 3-4 worms per 
foot of row, you will need to. 
use either Azodrin or Dylox 
bait. One word: ~of advice, 


‘don’t be in too big. a -hurry 


this time of the year to 
treat unless the worms are 
beginning to cut the pegs and 
pods. The main time to get 
‘concerned is if you have a 
large build-up just prior to 
harvest. When this occurs, 
worms will cut the peanuts 
off the vines after they have 
been plowed up. So it is im- 
portant to keep your powder 
dry, so to speak, for worms 
late in the season.

The Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice provides emergency as- 
sistance to counties in repair- 
ing large gullies that are 
threatening public property. 
In Clintonville, a large gully 
has already ripped across a 
county road and headed toward 
a small subdivision in the 
area. Another gully in New 
Brockton below the Post Of- 
fice is threatening a _ city 
street and could eventually 
take the -Post Office itself. 
These gullies are presently 
being surveyed, and contracts 
will be let before the end of 
the summer. Stabilization 
structures will be installed to 
prevent further damage.

The program was instigated 
in Coffee County in 1973 to 
repair the Shell Field Gully, 
New Brockton Farm Center 
Gully, and a smaller gully 
above Kinston. Approximate- 
ly $40,000 was spent on these 
gullies. The estimated cost 
of the Clintonville and the 
New Brockton Post Office 
gullies is $50,000. 


MOISTURE IS THE KEY TO 
SUCCESS 


‘‘Boy that corn looks like it is 
burned up.’’ In many cases you 
wonder if the crop will ever 
finish the summer. 

The amount of stored mois- 
ture you have depends on the 
type soil. The texture of the 
soils, the available moisture is 
lower and a clayey soil has a 
greater amount of available wa- 
ter. Coarse textured (sand) 
soil stores only about one-half 
of one inch available to the 
plant. Medium textured soils 
provide over 2 inches of water 
to the plant per foot, As 
you can see moisture retain- 
ing practices.are vital on the 
sandier type soils we have in 
the Wiregrass. $ 

What type of practices 
help to conserve moisture? It 
just so happens that moisture 
conserving practices are exact- 
ly those practices that are soil 
conserving. Terraces slow the 
water down across the slope 
and allows more of it to soak 
into the soil. Contour farming 
does not allow the water to 
flow down the furrow so more 
organic matter is added to the 
soil and helps absorb water. 
Mulch planting shades the 
ground and retains moisture. 

If you have a good conser- 


vation program on your farm, 
you also have a moisure pro- 
gram. Conserve your soild to- 
day, it pays in many ways. If 
you need help with any soil 
erosion problem, contact your 
local Soil Consfrvation Service 
office in N¢w Brockton.

HOW TO BUY VEGETABLES 


Some general rules in buy- 
ing fresh produce: look for 
vegetables that are well 
formed, of bright and clear 
color, and firm to the touch. 

Particular puints to watch: 
cabbage should be fairly heavy 
and firm with only a few 
loose wrapper leaves. These 
leaves should not be wilted 
or show any other indication 
of decay. Carrots on the 
market now should be bright- 
ly colored and firm. They 
are young and’ tender this 
time of the year and at their 
best for use as carrot sticks. 
Avoid carrots with large, sun- 
burned (green) areas at the 
top. 

In selecting corn, peel back 
some of the husk and look for 
bright, plump, milky kernels. 
Husks should be light green 
in color with silk ends free 
of decay and stem end nei- 
ther discolored nor dry. 
‘Cucumbers should have good, 
green color and should be 
firm over entire length. 
Avoid overgrown cucumbers 
which are large in diameter 
with a dull color. 

Onions are generally sold 
in bags or in bulk by the 
pound. Look for yellow-skin 
or white varieties, hard or 
firm to touch, and reasonably 
free from blemishes. Green 
peppers should be firm with 
thick walls and a glossy deep- 
green shade. Soft watery 
spots on sides may indicate 
extensive decay. 

_ For good summer eating 
get them now and enjoy the 
summer-fresh taste of the 
vegetable group that offers 
you vitamins, minerals, great 
taste and good health.

Cover leftover yolks with 
cold water and store in re- 
frigerator in a tightly closed 
coL‘ainer. 

Served even by themselves, 
eggs make a savory main 
course for breakfast, lunch 
or dinner. 

For soft cooked, fried, 
poached, scrambled and hard 
boiled use only clean eggs 
with no cracks. 

Egg whites whip more eas- 
ily and give greater volume 
at room temperature’ than 
when first taken from the re- 


» frigerator.

A BILL TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Providing for purging the 
lists of registered voters in 
Coffee County; requiring and 
prescribing the procedure for 
the purging and reidentification 
of registered voters; placing 
certain duties on the board of 
.vpistvars, judge of probate, 
and the county governing body 
relative to the reidentification 
and purging of registered vot- 
ers; and providing a penalty 
for willfully making a false 
statement in connection with 
reidentification. 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE 
LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 
Section 1: The board of 
registrars of Coffee County is 
hereby directed to purge all 
lists of the qualified electors 
in the. county to the end that 
the names of all persons who 
are deceased or nonresidents 
of the county, or have other- 
wise become disqualified from 
voting in Coffee County, shall 
be removed from such lists, 
and that the name of each qual- 
ified elector shall appear only 
on the list of qualified electors 
for the district and precinct 
in which he resides. 
Section 2. The board of 
registrars shall omit and re- 
move from the lists of qualified 
electors of the county the name 
of any person who fails to re- 
identify himself, in the manner 
prescribed herein, before the 
first day of January, 1978. No 
person whose name is removed 
from the list of qualified el- 
ectors as herein provided shall 
cease permanently to bea qual- 
ified elector nor be subject to 
re-registration, but shall be 
subject only to the require- 
ment that he reidentify himself 
as a duly registered elector 
before being listed on the list 
of qualified electors in the 
county, and before being 
entitled to vote. : 

Section 3. Prior to the No- 
vember general election of 
1976, the board of registrars 
of Coffee County is authorized 
and directed to commence re- 
identification of the qualified 
electors of the county. The 
members of the board of reg- 
istrars shall meet as provided 
by law at least once, and more 
often if necessary, and remain 
at each location at least one 
day from nine o'clock a.m. 
until four o'clock p.m. for the 
purpose of enabling qualified 
and registered voters to 
reidentify themselves. The 
board shell give at least ten 
days notice, by advertisement 
in all newspapers of general 
circulation published in the 
county, stating the time, date 
and place where they will meet. 
Upon failure to give such notice, 
or to appear as notified, after 
like notice, they shall fill new 
appointments. The board shall 
remain in session for thirty 
(30) days. During such session 
the board shall visit each loca- 
tion on at least one day and 
the remainder of the time may 
be divided as the board of reg - 
istrars deems necessary, to 
enable the qualified electors of 
the county to appear and re 
identify themselves inthe man- 
ner provided herein, No voter

Section 4. Each member of 
the board of registrars shall 
be paid from the county general 
fund, as now provided by law, 
for each day’s attendance upon 
the special sessions of the 
board required under the pro- 
visions of this act; but if such 
Special session is held on the 
Same day a regular session is 


required to be held under the ° 


* dence,

laws of this state, registrars 
shall receive only one per diem 
allowed for performing their 
regular duties, it being the in- 
tent and purpose of this act 
that registrars shall be en- 
titled to receive only one per 
diem allowance for one day’s 
service. If one or more of 
the members of the board shall 
refuse, neglect, or be unable 
to serve, or if a vacancy or 
vacancies occur in the mem- 
bership of the board from any 
cause, the Governor, State 
Auditor, and Commissioner of 
Agriculture and Industries, or 
a majority of them, shall forth- 
with make other appointments 
to fill such vacancies. 

Section 5. A qualified el- 
ector may reidentify himself 
in any one of the following 
ways: (a) He may reidentify 
himself by appearing in person 
at the office of the board of 
registrars or the judge of pro- 
bate of Coffee County and an- 
Swering such questions and 
Submitting such proof as may 
reasonably be required by the 
board of registrars, the judge 
of probate or one of its or 
his duly authorized employees 
to establish his identity and

‘The 
judge of probate shall deliver 
all completed questionnaires to 
the chairman of the board of 
registrars once a month. (b) 
He may reidentify himself by 
filling in and mailing to the 
office of the board of regis- 
trars the completed answers 
to such questions as may rea- 
sonably be propounded and 
mailed to him in a written 
questionnaire by the board of 
registrars, or on a form which 
board Of registrars shall cause 
to be printed inall newspapers 
of general circulation published 
in the county. Such question- 
naire may contain such quest- 
ions as are reasonably neces- 
sary to establish the identity 
of the person signing such ques- 
tionnaire, the place ofhis legal 
residence, and that he has not 
become disqualified from vot- 
ing in such county. Allanswers 
to such questionnaires shall be 
signed by the elector in the pre- 
sence of at least two witnesses 
who are qualified electors of 
such county and who shall sign 
his answers as attesting wit- 
nesses (c) He may reidentify 
himself at the general election 
of 1976 or at any election at 
which he yotes during 1977 or 
1978 (or any tenth year there- 
after), by filling out and signing 
answers to the questionnaire 
prepared by the board of reg- 
istrars in the presence of a 
clerk, manager or returning of- 
ficer at such election. Such 
clerk, manager or returning of- 
ficer shall sign the answers of 
such voter as an attesting wit- 
hess. The returning officer 
shall transmit all such filled in 
and signed answers to quest- 
ionnaires to such board of reg- 
istrars. (d) Any voter who has 
been purged from the list of 
qualified electors for failure 
to reidentify may reidentify 
himself on any election day at 
the office of the board of regis- 
trars by appearing in person. 
He will be given a certificate 
to take to the polls in order to

Section 6. The board of 
registrars shall meet on the 
first Monday in January 1978, 
for the purpose of purging the 
registration lists andthe names 
of all persons who have failed 
to appear and reidentify them- 
Selves in the manner herein 
prescribed shall be stricken 
from the lists, provided, how- 
ever, that said board shall 
not strike the name of any 
person, or of the spouse of

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Council Re-appoints Three ToIndustrial Board 


The Elba City Council met 
Tuesday night for what was 
possibly the shortest meeting 
on record for this body. The 
meeting began at 5:45 and the 
councilmen were completely out 
of the building at -7:10 and all 
members were present except 
Councilman Charles Ellis. Ellis 
is away at National Guard sum- 
mer camp. 

There was apparently very 
little business to discuss and 
several members of the council 
expressed a need to attend other 
meetings. 

The first item of business 
was a short report on the 
planned nutritional program for 
the elderly. This program is 
now in the late planning stages 
and will serve a hot meal to 
about 56 adults in Coffee County 
every day. About half of these 
are to be fed in Elba and half 
in Enterprise. I. F. ‘‘Bow’’ 
Dunaway is managing the pro- 
gram during the planning 
Stages. The council voted to 
give Mayor Sawyer, City Clerk 
Jack Prescott and Dunaway au- 
thority to do what was necessary 
to implement the program. 

The council next voted to 
extend for four weeks the pay- 
ment of $50 a week to Lamar 
Kelley for managing the local 
softball program. The program 
was funded for 14 weeks but 
games are lasting eighteen 
weeks. Councilman Ben Car- 
penter noted that in the future 
if the program is to last for 
18 weeks, it should be funded 
for eighteen weeks and nat four- 
teen. 


It was reported that the 
Industrial Board had met and 
voted not to loan the $11,000 
it has in the bank to the city 
general funds. 

Also after checking on the 
possible rent increase on‘ the 
swine lab and the Frosty Morn 
barn, Mayor Sawyer recom- 
mended that no action be taken 
to increase these rents. Saw- 
yer said that a lease on the 
Frosty Morn building was ef- 
fective until 1982 andthe agree- 
ment on the swine lab was that 
after it was paid for the rent 
would drop, but that the state 
was willing to keep it at $250 
due to inflation and high cost 
of maintenance.

P&S Checks 
To Be About 
Week Late 


July checks sent by Pen- 
sions and Security to Alabama’s 
needy aged, blind and disabled 
will be mailed about-a week 
late, Lucile C. McMinn, Coffee 
County Director of Pensions 
and Security, said. She ex- 
plained that the delay is due 
to processing the changes ne- 
cessitated in State checks 
because of July changes in Fed- 
eral Social Security and Sup- 
plemental Security Income 
checks which go to a large 
number of the same persons. 

“Though Alabama pay- 
ments are made entirely from 
State funds, the Federal law 
requires certain State supple- 
mentation to SSI; in addition, 
individual needs must be re- 
lated to amount of other 
income,’’ Mrs. McMinn added. 

“Usually old age checks 
are mailed from Montgomery 
the 23rd of the month and 
those for the aged and disabled 
on the 28th; this month it is 
expected that all will be mailed 
in time to reach beneficiaries 
sometime during the week of 
August 2-6, the Director con- 
cluded. 


Retirement Plans 
Called Threatened 
If Profits Decline 


Industrial employes retiring 
in the future are likely to find 
that their pension funds have 
evaporated unless “unwise laws, 
arbitrary regulations, and ca- 
pricious guidelines” are pre- 
vented from weakening the na- 
tion’s industries, the president 


of the American Textile Manu- , 


facturers Institute said recently. 

James D, Finley, who is also 
chairman of the board of J, P. 
Stevens & Co., Inc., told the 
annual meeting of the Georgia 
Textile Manufacturers Associa- 
tion that by 1980, over 50 per 
cent of the money in pension 
funds will be invested in 
American industry, Unless 
these companies are permitted 
to make reasonable profits, he 
said, those funds will be in- 
adequate to provide pensions. 

“There is no other way we 
can finance our future on a 
solid footing except by gen- 
erating higher profits,” he said 
“Somehow people shave ac- 
quired the idea that manufac 
turing companies make about 
33 per cent on sales, That 
actual figure for all American 
industry in 1974 was 5.5 per 
cent and ... . it was less than 
3 per cent fer textiles.”
